The delay was a blessing to 
storekeepers. Thousands of re ­ 
tailers toiled at inventory-taking 
through the weekend, to compile 
records they will need to claim 
refunds for taxes already paid 
>n m erchandise in stock. 
The P resident confidently pre­ 
dicted F riday th a t m an u factu r­ 
ers and dealers will pass the tax 
cavings on to consum ers and 
thereby 
help 
prolong the 
n a ­ 
tion's 
unprecedented

business expansion.

prices, m ore purchasing power 
and new jobs,” Johnson said. 
If his confidence is borne out, 
excise taxes worth $1.75 billion 
a y ear to the Treasury wall be 
wiped out on T uesday.

The tax repeal on air condi­

chases since M ay 15. 
The repeals which take effect 
at year-end affect theater and 
movie 
tickets,

While this is going: on the Republicans are having 
their own troubles. Their deepest and most serious prob­ 
lem is not a separation between the state committee 
and Republican office holders (they’re so few ); but a 
deep cleavage in the membership ot the party. 
TI predates Barry Coldwater^ Republican nomina­ 
tion for President, but that et fort has brought it forth 
in sharp definition. The national Democratic party is a 
coalition of many wildly diverse elements, ranging 11 rom 
the segregationist, ultra-conservatism of the Old south 
to the ultra welfarism of the industrialized North, The 
Republicans are also fragmented, but their major ele­ 
ments can be identified in two blocs, the conservatives 
and the ultra-conservatives. 
Bam* Coldwater^ campaign for the Presidency 
brought tile Republican division into sharp and angry 
focus. The Democrats didn’t quarrel over their nominee, 
Lyndon Johnson; he owned the nomination beyond chal­ 
lenge. so their troubles weren’t out on public inspection 
like those of the Republicans. (In Congress liberal Re­ 
publicans helped put over his legislative program that 
the Southern Democrats rejected.)

The Coldwater Republicans were in complete con­ 
trol of the Republican convention at San Francisco. Nel­ 
son Rockefeller was hooted down; George Romney and 
William Scranton were pushed aside. Goldwater didn t 
have a Chinaman’s chance of being elected in this in­ 
creasingly liberalist-leftist country, but his followers 
found a great solace in rallying under his banner. 
Now, with the campaign over and the people’s will 
enforced, we’re faced with need for organizing the op­ 
position for an effectual role in our two-party system of 
government. 
Goldwater bowed out from any future consideration 
for the presidency, his campaign aides retired and the 
Republican party has been attempting to gather its 
broken pieces into a working organization under u<e 
new national chairman. Ray Bliss of Ohio. Barry Gold- 
water's recent contribution to this effort, is his leader­ 
ship of the new Free Society Association. Ile stresses 
that it isn’t a third party— which is a forlorn, divisive, 
misconceived maverick effort in American politics, but 
many Republicans will be able to regard it only as a 
disturbing and divisive element in their party’s effort 
to reunit so it can influence the national elective process.

Governor Romney, who regarded Goldwater as such 
a threat to the GOP and to his own re-election that he 
never endorsed him. has been accused by some of being 
more for Romney than for the Republican Party. This 
is a sort of compliment in that it recognizes in Romney 
a political realist, although some Republicans still com­ 
plain that lie’s an idealist and not a practical politician. 
All friends of the two-party system should be con­ 
cerned with the strength of the Republican opposition 
to the overwhelming Democratic establishment in na­ 
tional politics. What is needed is a nation of political 
realists.

What happens to a fish atter 
it has been tricked by bait or 
lure, hauled from its habitat, 
reduced to possession?

(Not in filets. Rem oving bones 
rem oves sonic of the flavor.)

So much for personal preju­ 
dices.

A fish is landed. Tf you can't 
keep it alive and frisky, kill it. 
Dragging 
fish 
around 
on

stringer is a po>r idea. 
Y our fish will retain its flav­ 
or only if it is kept cool. Toting 
ice or dry ice along as you 
fish pays off. 
If you put fish on ice m ake 
sure 
th at 
the 
ice 
container 
chaine? freely so that the fish 
w on’t bo soaking in w ater. Fn- 
closing fish in plastic contain­ 
ers before you pack them in 
ice is a sound idea. 


If you keep fish in deep freeze 
ycu are likely to sacrifice some 
of the flavor. “FIash-freezing** 
is said to keep fish in prim e 
condition. It requires tem pera­ 
tu res considerably below zero. 
Those who place fish in milk 


cartons filled w ith waxer be­ 
fore storing them in a home 
b eezer 
report 
good 
results. 
Fish encased in ice do not lose 
their texture or become mushy. 
Sportsm en with experience in 
storing fish tell me that all 
species should be skinned be­ 
fore freezing. Any fish from 
m u d d y 
w ater 
should 
be 
skinned. Skinning devices are 
advertised, and iney w ork well. 


Now for some ways to co k 
fish, including m ethods over­ 
looked by tilt average fisher­ 
m an, such 
as 
poaching and 
boiling. To poach fish — and 
for the trout-salm on family it 
is the ideal m ethod — bring 
salted w ater to a rolling boil. 
To bring the fish to the table 
unbroken, 
place 
on plate nr 
platter — in chunks if the fish 
is a big one — place plate on 
dish towel and low er into w at­ 
er. Cut down heat sa that w at­ 
er is at a low sim m er for about 


20 m inutes. When you can eas­ 
ily pull out a fin. your fish is 
poached. T heie are tasty sauc­ 
es to go w ith poached fish. If 
you have a sauce in mind, put 
a few bay leaves in the water. 
Boiling starts off like poach­ 
ing w ith plenty of -alt in the 
w ater. A fter a rolling boil is 
reached, put fish in w ater and 
let the boiling resum e for just 
eight m inutes. This method was

A reader asks w hether there 
is any new and effective tre a t­ 
m ent for bedwetting. The key 
to the treatm ent is still patience

phasis on toilet training in chil­ 
dren under three years of age 
defeats its purpose and may 
result in a persistence of bed­ 
w etting well beyond this age. 
It is estim ated by different 
observers that 5 to 50 per cent 
of all older children who are 
bedw etters have a disease of 
the 
kidneys or 
bladder. 
For 
this reason a urologic exam in­ 
ation should be made to rule 
out such a cause. 
B edw etting is often blamed 
or a behavior disorder when 
the truth is that the behavior 
disorder is the result and not 
the cause of the bedwetting. 
lf an organic disease can be 
ruled 
out. 
im ipram ine 
given 
under careful medical super­ 
vision 
m ay 
aid 
in 
training 
these unfortunate children. 


Q— I have packed some baby 
things in 
naphthalene 
m oth­ 
balls. Now a friend tells me 
not to use the blankets because 
the napthalene would be ab­ 
sorbed

W hat do you think? 
A— Naphthalene is a deadly 
poison when it is swallowed.
